Cool wave will cross west of Rockies 
about 19, great c e ntra l valley s 21, 
eastern states 23. 
This disturbance 
will 
he 
at its 
greatest intensity on our north Pa­ 
cific coast and further west 15 to 17 
At th e same time the cool wave pre­ 
ceding it will be at its greatest inten­ 
sity in th e upper Missouri valley s and 
the preceding storm wave will also be 
at its greatest intensity , 
not 
far 
away , off our north A tlantic coast 
From April 12 to 17 will he a period 
of great intensity of th e storms on all 
parts of th e earth where th e storm 
waves are 
passing 
at t h a t time. 
Planetary electric influences do not 
affect th e whole earth a t th e same 
time hut they do affect all storms 
wherever those storms may he when 
the apex of planetary disturbances is 
reached. 
This storm wave due to cross th e 
continent April 17 to 21 
will bring

and that, in northern sections, will 
make backward crop weather. 
T h e cool wave following the dis—! 
turbance described in this bulletin 
will not go to low tem peratures and 
another warm wave, and a severe 
storm wave, will quickly follow. 
Every one is interested in b etter long 
range weather forecasts and prizes 
offered by the government will bring 
them. 
A thousand scientific men and 
women would immediately attack the 
great weather problem if prizes were 
offered by th e government and discov­ 
eries would be made worth millions to 
th e people every y ear. Every reader of 
tliis is deeply interested in th is sub­ 
ject, every man and every woman is 
interested in it, and should immedi­ 
ately write their congressman asking 
him to favor such a move.
